It Indicates that Improvement 
la near. 

“Business Is now on the averags 
somewhere between ten and fifteen 
per cent better than It was a year 
ago. We must remember that a 
year ago business was at ths bottom 
of the 1124 recession The relative¬ 
ly high level now, however, la en¬ 
couraging. In thst In Indicates thet 
any upturn wlfl start from a eosisld* 
erably higher level than existed lest 

No more than a moderate upturn 
Is expected. Dr. Haney said, for the 
reason that there has been no dras¬ 
tic liquidation such as necessitate* a 
rush of buying, and. furthermore, tne 
purchasing power of consumers Is 
rather low.

Here is a striking Illustration In 
the form of an incident featuring 
our "radio exploration’' on th» .north¬ 
ern side of the international line.

MASKING UGLINESS 

The unsightliness of an ugly build¬ 
ing mads be cured by letting n wide 
arch spring from one of Its corners 
over a path In a slanting direction. 
Then add two more arches from the 
side of the building several feet apart 
and cover them with any desirable 
climbers. The border against the 
building should be planted with 
shrubs that will completely block It 
out. 

An arch over a garden bench with 
another three feet in front of It will 
make a vista of a garden as seen 
from the bebch If these are planted 
with climbing roses or other suitable 
subjects. A very Ane combination 
for arches of this kind Is to plant 
clematis and roses together. You 
may plant them in the same hole and 
they will agree perfectly. 

Another kind of glade may be 
made by using annual climbers on 
chicken wire. The wire should be 
painted green, however. Scarlet 
runners, canary creepers, nasturti¬ 
ums snd other climbing annuals can 
be used and will make a very good 
temporary glade for those who do 
not care to make a permanent plant- 


Even In a very small garden acme 
one or two of these lass common 
trees or shrubs could And a place 
With much advantage to the fewer tl 
appearance of the grounds. 

PLANT SOON 

Planting tipf will soon be here and 
It is an advantage to make up one's 
mind what one is going to plant this 
Fall and to arrange for the early de¬ 
livery of the plants eo that they may 
be well established before,the cold 
weather. It la quite true that. In 
this climate, one may plant any time 
between September and April but 
taking It all in all the sooner tree* 
and shrubs are planted after the first 
Fall rains the better. 

In many coast gardens it Is pos¬ 
sible to get beautiful vistas by using 
the trees that are already growing. 
It la often simply a matter of cutting 
out one or two tress so ns to allow 
the remaining ones to form n glade or 
a screen which will give a garden 
peep that is perfect Sometimes It 
will be necessary to plant something 
In conjunction with what is already 
on the ground to round out the Idea 
and thus attain the object If one 
will take the trouble to go over one's 
ground ^th this idea In view one 
will often be able to discover how 
the existing features may be used to 
the best advantage, and always re¬ 
member that the tree that is already 
growing i« years ahead of anything 
you con plant. Don’t make the com¬ 
mon mistake of cutting everything 
down and sterling sfreeh.
